No. 969. — An examination for selection of candidates 
for entry into the Air Force Academy for the 
67th G. D. (Pilots) course commencing in August 
1054 will he held bv the Union Public Service Com- 
mission at Allahabad, Bombay. Calcutta, Delhi, 
Ludhiana. Madras, Nagpur and Patna sometime in 
January 1954. 


2. Candidates who qualify at the written examina- 
tion announced by the Commission will be required to 
appear before the I.A.F. Selection Board which will 
make recommendations to the Government of India 
for the final selection of candidates for training for 
officer ranks of the I.A.F. 

3. The number of vacancies to be offered on the 
results of this examination will be twenty-three 
approximately. This is only a provisional estimate and 
is subject to alteration. 

4. (a) Candidates for admission to this examination 
must have been born not earlier than 31st August 1933 
and not later than 28th February 1937. 

(b) Candidates possessing “A” flying licence and 
b ,° rn not ear ier than 31st August 1930 and not later 
than 28th February 1937 are also eligible to apply.

(3) Gurkha subjects of Nepal. 

(4) Non-citizens who entered service under the 
Union before the commencement of the 
Constitution, viz., 26th January, 1950, and who 
have continued in such service since then. Any 
such persons who re-entered or may re-enter 
such service with a break, after the 20th 
January 1950, will however require certificates 
of eligibility in the usual way. 

Note 2.— A widower or a person who has divorced 
his wife cannot be treated as an unmarried male for 
the purpose of the above rule. 

6. Candidates should be medically fit In all respects 
for service in any part of the world. The standards 
of medical fitness are shown in Appendix I. 

Note. — A number of qualified candidates are reject- 
ed subsequently on medical grounds. Candidates are, 
therefore, advised in their- own interest to get them- 
selves medically examined before applying, to avoid 
disappointment at the final stage. Those who qualified 
in an earlier examination but were found medically 
unfit by the IAF Central Medical Board will not be 
admitted to the examination if they are suffering from 
disability of a permanent nature. 


The licence must be valid on the 29th August 1953. 

Candidates who are likely to possess “A” flying 
licence before the commencement of the examination 
can also be admitted to the examination provisionally 
subject to their producing the required licence before 
they join the Academy, if finally selected. 

The age limits can in no case be relaxed. 

A candidate must be an unmarried male and must 
either be: — 


(a) a citizen of India, or 

(b) a subject of Sikkim, or 

(c) a person who has migrated from Pakistan 
with the intention of permanently settling 
down in India, or 


(d) a subject of Nepal or of a Portuguese 
French Possession in India.

Candidates, who appeared in a Joint Services Wing 
Examination giving Air Force as their first preference, 
but were found permanently medically unfit for the 
Air Force by the Indian Air Force Central Medical 
Board, will also be subject to same conditions. 

7. Candidates must undertake not to marry until 
they complete their full training. A candidate who 
marries subsequent to the date of his application, 
though successful at this or any subsequent examina- 
tion will not be selected for training, and a candidate 
who marries whilst under training shall be discharged 
and will be liable to refund all expenditure incurred 
on him by the Government. Commissioned Officers of 
the General Duties (Pilots) Branch of the Indian Air 
Force will not be eligible for allotment of married 
accommodation before they complete a minimum of 
three years’ service, or before they attain the age of 
25, whichever is earlier. 

Note. — -Candidates, who were selected for an earlier 
Pilots Course and were rejected or removed from the 
Air Force Academy on grounds of inefficiency, 
indiscipline or as unlikely to make grade as Pilot will 
not be admitted to the examination.

14. The examination will be conducted by the Com- 
mission jn the manner prescribed in Appendix II to the 
Notification. 

Th6 Commission have discretion to fix qualifying 
marks in any or all the subjects at the examination. 

15. (a) The Union Public Service Commission sMli 
prepare a list of candidates in order of their merit as 
disclosed by the aggregate marks awarded to each 
candidate at the written examination. Tl}e candi- 
dates who are recommended by the Commission for 
interview sliall then appear before the I.A.F. Selection 
Board. The maximum number of marks obtainable 
at the I.A.F. Selection Board interview will be 900. 
Candidates to be acceptable should secure the minimum 
qualifying marks both in the written examination and 
the I.A.F. Selection Board interview. Subject to this 
condition, they will then be placed in the order ox 
merit on the basis of the total marks secured. The 
final selection for admission to the Air Force Academy 
will be made in order of merit depending on the 
number of vacancies for the course. 

(b) Candidates will appear before the I.A.F. Seleti* 
tion Board, and undergo the tests thereat, at then* ftwft 
risk and will not be entitled to claln) arty compensa- 
tion or other relief from Government in respect of any 
injury which they may sustain in the course of or as 
a result of any of the tests given to them at the I.A.F.

Candidates will be required 
to sign a certificate to this effect oh the form appended 
to the application. In the case of candidates who are 
minors, the required certificate must be signed by 
their parents or guardians in the form prescribed. 

36. Candidates finally selected for the I.A.F. will be 
admitted to the Air Force Academy and undergo train- 
ing for a period of 18 months approximately. 

17. On successful completion of training, candidates 
will bo granted Commission in the Indian Air Force 
and will be eligible for permanent Commissions oil 
probations subject to the availability of vacancies ftfld 
the rules then hi force. 

18. While thh (lost of training including accommoda- 
tion, books, uniforms, boarding and medical treatment 
Will be borne by Government, candidates will be 
expected to meet their pocket expenses themselves. 
The minimum expenses at the Academy are NOT 
likely to exceed Rs. 40 per month. If a cadet's parent 
or guardian is unable to meet, wholly or partly, even 
this expenditure, financial assistance may be granted 
by the Government upto a maximum of Rs. 40 per 
month. No cadet whose parent of guardian has an 
income of Rs. 300 per mensem or above would be 
eligible for the grant of the financial assistance. 

A candidate desirous of having any financial 
assistance should immediately after being finally 
selected for training at the Academy, submit an appli- 
cation through the District Magistrate of his District 
who will forward the application with his recom- 
mendation to Air Headquarters (P.P. & R.) Defence 
Hqrs. P.O, New Delhi— 11, An advance copy of the 
application is to be sent DIRECT to Air Headquarters 
(P.P. & R.), New Delhi— 11. 

lib Candidates when called up for interview by the 
I.A.F. Selection Board or for subsequent training will 
be eligible for T.A. and D,A, in accordance with the 
rules then in force. Candidates who have previously 
been before the I.A.F, Selection Board for the same 
type of Commission are not entitled to T.A, and DA. 
on subsequent occasions. 

20. Pay and allowances, pension, leave and other 
conditions of service after the grant of commission 
will be identical with those applicable from time to 
time to regular officers of the I.A.F. 

21. No candidate will normally be permitted to* 

resign whilst under training. A civilian candidate who 
is not considered suitable to complete the full course of 
training may with the permission of Air Headquarters,, 
be discharged. , I 

22. An outfit allowance at the rates and under the* 
general conditions applicable at the time for each 
cadet will be placed at the disposal of the Commandant 
of the Training Institution. The unexpended portionj 
of this allowance will be: — 

(i) handed over to the cadet on his being granted" 
a commission; or 

(ii) if he is not granted a commission, refunded 
to the Slate. 

On being granted a commission, articles of clothing 
and necessaries purchased from this allowance shall 
become the personal property of the cadet. Such 
articles will, however, be withdrawn from a cadet who 
resigns whilst under training or who is removed or 
withdrawn prior to commissioning. The articles with- 
drawn will be disposed of to the best advantage of 
the State.

All papers must be answered in English unless other- 
wise expressly stated. Use of scribe shall not be 
allowed in the Examination. Papers will be set on

The standard of these papers will approximately be 
the same as that of the Matriculation Examination.

GENERAL KNOWLEDGE AND CURRENT AFFAIRS 

The paper will be divided into two parts:

Part B — dealing with Science and Geography. 

The following syllabus is designed to indicate the 
scope of each subject included in this paper. The 
topics mentioned are not to be regarded as exhaustive 
and questions on topics of similar nature not mentioned 
in the syllabus may also be asked. Candidates’ answers 
are expected to show their Intelligent understanding 
of the question and not knowledge of any text book.

Candidates should consult them 
to see if they are eligible before filling the application 
form or paying the prescribed fee. The conditions 
prescribed cannot be relaxed. 

2. The enclosed application form must be filled In the 
candidate’s own handwriting and all answers should be 

f iven in words. It should be submitted direct to the 
ecretary, Union Public Service Commission, Dholpur 
House, Post Box No. 186, New Delhi. A candidate 
already in Government Service whether in a permanent 
or temporary capacity must submit his application 
through the Head of the Department Or Office concern- 
ed. A candidate employed in Army, Navy or Air 
Force must submit his application through his Com- 
manding Officer who will, if he considers the candidate 
eligible, forward it to the Union Public Service Com- 
mission with his recommendations ( vide Section “C” 
of the application form) . 

Applications of eligible candidates will not be with- 
held even if the candidates are not recommended. 

Cadets of the P.W.M. College, Dehra Dun and King 
George’s Schools, should submit their applications 
through the Principal of the Coilege/School.

— All Postal Orders should bear the signature 
of the Issuing Post Master and a clear stamp of the 
Issuing Post Office. All Postal Orders should be 
CROSSED and made payable to the Secretary, Union 
Public Service Commission at New Delhi Post Office.

(ii) A Certificate of Age— The only proof of age 
ordinarily accepted by the Commission is the age or 
date of birth entered in the Matriculation Certificate 
or in the Secondary School Leaving Certificate, or in 
a certificate recognised by an Indian University as 
equivalent to Matriculation or in an extract from a 
Register of Matriculates maintained by a University, 
which extract must be certified by the proper autho- 
rity of th e University. Th e expression Matriculation 
Certificate in this part of the instructions must be 
understood as including these alternative certificates. 

Candidates will thus understand thpt the Matri- 
culation Certificate is required in all cases as evidence 
of age, and it must invariably be sent to the Commis- 
sion in original with a copy thereof, together with the 
application. 



sometimes the Matriculation Certificate only shows 
this age by completed years or completed years and 
months, m such cases the candidate must send in 
addition to the Matriculation Certificate an original 
certificate together with a copy thereof irom the 
Headmaster of the High School which he first attended 
showing the date of his birth or his exact age as 
recorded in the school admission register.

A candidate who has passed the Matriculation 
Examination as a private student, must submit, in 
addition to the Matriculation Certificate, a certificate 
Irom the Headmaster ol the School which he first 
attended, showing the date of his birth or his exact age 
as recorded In the school admission register. If no 
school was ever attended, a certified extract from the 
Municipal Birth Register relating to himself or some 
other convincing proof in support of the age stated in 
the Matriculation Certificate should be submitted. The 
application of a private student who can pro- 
duce no satisfactory evidence in support of his age 
stated in the Matriculation certificate may be rejected. 

If the Matriculation certificate has not been issued to 
a candidate he should submit along with his applica- 
tion an age certificate from the Headmaster of the 
School from where he appeared in the Matriculation 
examination. Such a candidate will be required to 
submit hi s original Matriculation certificate beforo he 
is admitted to the Air Force Academy. He will be 
disqualified If later on it is found that the date of birth 
claimed by him In the application differs from that 
entered In his Matriculation certificate unless the dis- 
crepancy is explained to the satisfaction of the Union 
Public Service Commission. 


Candidates are warned that unless complete proof 
of age as laid down in these instructions is sent with 
an application, the application may be rejected. Fur- 
ther, they are warned that if tho date of birth slated 
in the application i s inconsistent with the age shown 
iu the Matriculation Certificate and no explanation is 
offered, the application may be rejected (Vide Note 
4 below). 


Note 1.— A candidate who holds a completed Se- 
condary School Leaving Certificate need submit with 
the original a copy of only the page containing entries 
relating to age. 


Note 2.— A transfer certificate from a school or 
college will not be accepted as evidence of age. 

Note 3. The Age and Nationality Certificate issued 
by some State authorities is not required. 

Note 4,— Ordinarily, the Commission do not accept 
a date of birth other than that proved or supported 
by the Matriculation Certificate, If they do so they 
require not only convincing proof of the date claimed 
but also a satisfactory explanation of the incoriect 
entry in the Matriculation Certificate. When once 
a date of birth has been claimed and accepted by the 
Commission for the purpose of admission to an exa- 
mination no change will be allowed at a subsequent 
examination Candidates who wish to challenge the 
entry °f their age In a Matriculation Certificate, 
must do so at the first opportunity. In such cases a 
candidate must send direct to the Union Public Scr- 
vice Commission all the evidence on which he bases 
his ciQini, together with his application. 


Note 5. — Displaced persons, who have lost their 
original Matriculation Certificate In Pakistan, should 
obtain duplicate certificate from the University con- 
cerned. If they are unable to obtain the duplicate 
Matriculation Certificate from the University, they 
phould submit an extract from the University Gazette 
in which their results were published showing their 
date of birth and certified by the Registrar or the 
Headmaster. 


Note 6. — Candidates from the P. W. M. College. 
Dehra Dun and King George’s Schools must submit a 
certificate of age from the Principal of the College/ 
School and no other certificate as evidence of age will 
be required. 


Note— Candidates- who have appeared or intend to 
appear at an examination the passing of which Would 
render them eligible to appear at this examination 
may apply for admission to this examination. The 
applications ol such candidates will be accepted pro- 
visionally and they will be required to furnish proof 
of huving passed the examination as soon as possible 
and in any case before they Join the Air Force Aca- 
demy, if finally selected. 

N.B . — Candidates are warned that if an application 
is incompletely or wrongly filled or is not accompanied 
by any one ol the documents mentioned above without 
n reasonable explanation for its absence having been 
given, tlie application will be summarily rejected and 
that no appeal against its rejection Will be entertained.
